PETITION TO WITHDRAW HOLDING OF ABANDONMENT 
UNDER 37C.F.R. 51.181(a) 

This paper is being filed in response to a Notice of Abandonment mailed February 02, 
2005 in the subject patent application. As this petition is being filed within two months of the 
mailing date of the Notice of Abandonment, this petition is being timely filed. 

Applicants hereby petition the Commissioner under 37 C.F.R. §1 .181 (a) to withdraw the 
holding of abandonment of the subject application, since the subject application was never 
abandoned. 

The Notice of Abandonment states that the subject application is abandoned for failure 
of Applicants' to timely pay the required issue and publication fee.
